Trade has received the following letter 
which explains itself, with a request 
for publication: 
To the Secretary, 

Board of Trade, Brandon, 
Dear Sir, 

The attention of the Leather Trades 
Section of this Chamber, as represent- 
ing the Hide and Leather Trades, to- 
gether with the Tauners, Leather 
Manufacturers and Consumers, has been 


drawn to the great de} rechation in the 


value of hides caused by the 
system of branding cattle. 

This is especially the case as regards 
Colonial hides, the brands being con- 
siderably larger and more carelessly 
inade than in South America and some 
other foreign countries. 

While the Section is fully aware of 
the ditheulties of properly identifying 
the animals, especially in districts 
Where various owners have rights of 
grazing, the facts of hides from the 
River Plate (for instance), not to «peak: 
of other countries, being commercially 
more Valuable, owing in a great de- 
gree, to the better system of branding 
which prevails, seems to the Section a 
strong reason why some other system 
should he de Vise d. A smalls r brand, 
placed on a less valuable part of the 
hide, or a distinctive mark made on, 
the horns or hoofs of the animals, are 
that appear 


present 


to be the most advisable. 

It is hoped that the effect of bring- 
ing the subject under the notice of 
your Chamber may result, so far as 
your particular district is concerned, 
inthe adoption of measures which 
ay improve the value of hides. tothe 
advantage of producer, distributor, and 
consumer alike.

Market Lake, Idaho, July 23.—On 
July 21 thirty men left Jackson’s Hole 
to arrest all the indians breaking the 
game laws of Wyoming. In Hoback 
Canon they surprised a camp of In- 
dians and took them all prisenors and 
started with them for Jackson's Hole. 
In the canon they tried to escape and 
all the Indians were killed. One hun- 
dred and thirty fresh elk skins were 
found in the camp. John N. Carnes, 
a squaw man, and the oldest settler of 
Jackson’s Hole, has gone over into 
Idaho. He says every settler in Jack- 
son will be butchered. There were 
300 Bannock warriors on the Hoback 
river when Carnes was there, and he 
says all the squaws had been sent 
away and that all the bucks were 
daily joining the main band.  Jack- 
son's Hole settlers are now entrench- 
ed awaiting an attack.
